The present trouble was really not a race riot, nor was it the re- 


sult of racial feeling, or agitators. It began in a small half-hearted 
attempt to lynch a negro youth--who is apparently innocent--and grew to : i. 
an armed clash between whites and blacks, brought on by the Sheriff's 
orezy calling of armed negroes to the county jail. (Two Deputy Sheriffs

Your cousin lire Jordan, who formerly lived in Tulsa,and who now works with me, told 
me this morning that he had gotten aletter from you, stating the facts concerning the 
whole-sale murder of the colored people of Tulsae I am writing to ask you if 
you will at your convenience,write me coucerning the samee I want to: know first- 
handed of the trouble. It would be more than criminal in me to divulge the name of 
my informante I will tell you what we of the East think of this affair:=Ve learn 
from reliable sources that the up-shot of the wholematter was that the white people 
wanted the land on which the colored people had their homes,stores and the like, 

and that this murder was started for this reason--and no othere 

The colored man who stepped on the foot of the white department store girl elevator 
operator, was Charged with this simple thing and nothing else. 

We learn that the colored men went to the sheriff and asxed for protectione 

He told them that the man would be protected. ivhen the white mob came to storm the 
jail, the colored men came tooeThere were 200: of eache The coloed men told the mob 
that there w-s not going to be any lynching, and the sheriff, asked the white men if 
they were going to take that fron "These nigsers" ¢?mhéne the lower regions opened. 
The police tried and only disarmed the colored people. hen the houses were set on 
fire the police refused to let the firemen, put it out. Then the malitia was called 
and they surrounded the colored section, and the white mob having protection, they 
fired all the buildingse They loote. the department stores, and shot down women and 
children in their burning homese The real estate companies who insured these homes 
had a riot clause,dén all their policies to colored people. The colored peovle lost 
all their holdings in oil, and thbir homes and property,as well as all their bookse 
Their receipts and the like were destroyed in the flames, except what was not Stolen 
by these white fiends. They say they are going to build. Yess Some shacks, three 
miles further oute We know the truth and the hearts of the Race everywher’in Amer- 
ica, bleeds for theee Let me mow what I can do and I will thank my God, that I have 
the priveledgee Shall earnestly await your replye

Yours of the 2nde, inst. to hand and contents notede I am more than glad to answer 
such a manly, sympathetic and heart-felt letter. First I will say that every word 
in your letter is truee he gathering at the jail is said to have been about 500 
whites and 200, colorede ivhen this trouble began they held a battle from 10:30 
o'clock, Tuesday Agyiztyd/ night wntil 9:00 ot clock ‘jednasday morninge 
As near as I can say the malitia arrived here somewhere about 9:00 O'clock or 9:30. 
But let me say that the fire had been statted before, and the police would not let 
the firemen put out the fire. They killed two of the firemen because they were try- 
ing to do their dutye The whites drove trucks up to the doors of the colored homes 
and loaded them before setting fire,while the poor people were rimmning for their lives. 
Some had only one or’.two ppices onsno shoes nor the likes The whites took ally 
their belongings;they took the colored peoples! victrolas, beddding,wearing materials, 
watches, rings --in fact everything that they could get their hands one 
One of the saddest things that happened ,was that they took$800;00 from an old woman, 
beat her and then threw her out into the street, andithen set her house on fire, 
Many crimes like that were committed. They took over $700;00 from one woman and then 
pitched her out of the window on her heade After they had disarmed the colored peo- 
ple;then they rounded them up like Texas cattle,searching them all the time, and 
taking all the money they founds A man told me--~ and I mow that it is true,that 
where tehy carried them , they had all the colored people shot to pieces, lying across 
the door where the people had to go in,and as they would go into the place they would 
demand "hands up'', He said that the guards took, #11:00 from him, and $20:00off the 
man just in front of him. Theman asked the guard, “are you going to credit me for 
my money ?'With this he said, "you-son-of -a=-gum, and yOUrs--— seen ween cece 
don't ask againe The colored man then threw down his book. The white guard commanded, 
him to pick it up,or he would put him in the same fix, the dead man in the door wase 
In some fo the homes theyndressed wp in the colored peoples! clothes, leaving what hey 
had on when they went in their, and then would burn the homes. 
Sad but true:=there were babies burned in these homes,when there were thousands of 
men, women, and children, with no place to hide nor anything to lie upon. 
One woman gave birth to a child that night ina truck, exposed and couldnt hidee 
White men cursing heyfor a cow and other things. Now as to the building, the homes 
again for the colored people,these white people don't intend to do nothing of the kind. 
They said that they were going to and when they raised the money,for that purpose, they 
said that they were going to put it in the banke Now listen’ I know that the colored 
didtrict was still burning, when I read in the papers that they were going to move 
"the niggers", farther out N.E., and biuld for. them out there, and take their land 
and not allow them to build on ite But thank God; the colored people were too wise 
to let them do that. Now they think that they can bar them out by saying that noth- 
ing can go up but fire-proof buildings. Now as what you aan do I can't say, but I 
hope that you can do something for the protection of our peoplee Now there is a 
Committee,of three man here fronifashington, as you know, looking after this affair, 
and they are to be here for three weekse They say that theses whites have got to 
place every thing back, and that if they didn't that the Govermment would and take it 
from the Tulsa whitese Ohé8 I am about to forget to tell you that some of the color- 
ed peoplest clothes are being taken off those white men and women rightron the street 
and they are being sent to jail in their wmder-~clothes, 
I am told that there has been a car-load of the colored peoplest belongings, brought 
from Texase I could write all day and something would be untold, Now listen’ 
One of our finest surgeons, Dre Namely, a friend of Dr. Jackson,came out of his house 
with both hands up, and the whites, shot him to death, and then robbed him in the 
presence of his wifee * : 7

a He persomally told us these facts at a Mass Meeting, held recently in one of our repre~- 
: sentive Churchese He also read letters from Tulsa. There were several white men 


present. As to whether or not they represented yow: Department, I do not know. 
In the attached letter from Mrse X., there is made mention of "the guards". 
Does this imply, the National Guard of Oklahomac? My letter to her suggests that this 
» is what is meante Your Department can however verify the samee If these were men in 
the uniform sanctioned by the United States Government, then the crime is not only 
against the colored people of Tulsa, but against the Sovergein Dignity of the mited 
States of Americas As a matter of fact, the crime does strike at the cardinal prin- 
cipals of Americanism, which to the rest 68 the world stands for, Liberty, Justice 
and Rights’ I am not a lawyer, but I think I learned when I wasoin schobl, somethimg 
that goes as follows:~Phe Constitution of the United States say:- "ALL persons Pern er 
natuzlized in the United States of America or its Territories, and subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof are citizens of the United States. No state shall make or en~- 
force any Law which shall abridge the rights, priviledges or immimities of any citizen 
thereof, neither shall ANY STATE, deny any citizen the right to equal protectin of the 
Law". I think the Declaration of Independence says;:=—"We hold these truths to be self-= 
evidento, that ALL men are***********kkendowed by their Creator, with certain inalien- 
am able rights; that among these are the right, LIFE, LIBERTY and the persuit of happiness 
‘' [I can hardly beleive that 'mob-law", will supplant the Law of the Land". 
I cannot beleive that the so-called question of "States Rights",is more dominant than 
"The Powers that be",---which is the United States, centralized in Washington. “ 
It seems to me that the question of"States Rights", was settled at Appomattox, when Lee 
surBendered to Grant.  *** **s kt ths oth Yi Le I know that the colored people of the 
coumtry are doing all they can to help the Tulsa sufferers; yet I DO want to beleive 
‘ that the Committe, mentioned in the letter from therg, has-been sent out by your Depart- 
“mente I want to beleive that the Government for which we have bled and died, andhave 
: evep been ready to defend, also the Flag, dyed by Negro blood from Chrispus attucks,

peeple have been indicted fer inciting riet, leeting etc, be that as it may 

I feel sure that the bettem ef the affair has net been reached. My belief berne 

eut by seme facts is that Fereign prepaganda er seme ether prepaganda equaly as 

dangereus was respenaible fer the whele affair,Fer instance upen making inquiry 

aweng my peeple the Negrees, a weman teld me that her sen-in-law whe was in Texes 

befere this affair happened ever heard a leng distance telephene cenversatien 

stating that a white meb was geing te ferm fer the purpese ef lynching a Negre ; 
in Tulsa, and that a Negre meb was geing te eppese the white meb and that then 
the white meb weuld enlarge itself and kill Negrees leet and burn their hemes 
and use their land fer industrial purpeses. Upen making further inquiry I feund 
that seme white man telephened certain Negrees in eur part ef the city and 
advised them te ferm a Negre meb and eppese the white meb. 


New Mr, President I am very much ef the epinien that the man er men that 
advised the white meb te ferm was the same man er men that advised the Negre meb 
te ferm and urged them te eppese the white meb, and that the same man er men 

urged the white meb te enlarge itself and kill Negrees, leet and burn their 

hemes etc, and that the same man er men are respensible fer the handicapping f 
the werk ef the Red Cress ameng eur peeple and that the same man er men refused 
te accept eutside aid fer us when itnwas preffered and that the same man er men’ 
persistently refused te aid us themselves causing hundreds ef eur peeple here 
at the present time te be in a cendition werse than any cenditien ef slavery 
that ever existed in this ceuntry, And new whenne say that we want feed, 
clething and shelter they answer us by saying thatnwe want yeur land where 

yeur heuses were burned. 


The Red Crees under the directien ef Mr, Maurice Willews is deing a cemmendable 
and mest wenderful werk ameng eur peeple which is highly appreciated by all ef 
eur peeple,, and were it net fer the Red Crees many ef eur peeple weuld have 
died frem expesure, disease and starvatien leng befere this heur, In all the

There is only one appeal that will stop these fiendish and bloody out- 
rages—thait js the appeal to organized force. The only language that the 
bloodthirsty capitalist of America can understand ‘is the language of 


ORGANIZED POWER. Only by reprisals—by ‘answering force with fofce ~ 


—will the business mobs and their White Guards, the Klu Klux Klan etc., 


be restrained from continuing their brutal and cowardly assaults upor the -, - 


Negro and working class population of this country.n 

If there is any red blood in the veins of the working class of America 
it will come to the defense of its colored brothers; who are the victims of 
the same bloody capitalist class that exploits and murders the workers re- 
gardless of color cr race. 


In their own interests, the white. workers ‘of America, must come to 


the aid of the exploited Negro masses. Their skins are darker-hued than 
ours, but tire interests are the same... Black and White, we, the worker's,

4 4 Our Negro fellow‘workers were suppexad to have been “emancipated” 
during the American Civil War. The Constitution of the U. S. is supposed 
to guarantee their “freedom.” Since then they have been herded into sep- 
arate districts, segregated in Jim Crow cars, their women subject to the 
assaults of white men, their children deprived of elementary edut2sion, 
their men denied the right to acquire trades or professions, their whole 
race kept in ignorance and degradation. They have been burned alive, 
lynched, murdered and brutally assaulted upon the slightest provocation. 
The hideous accusation of 1apine has been fastened upon their entire race. 
This is the kind of “freedom” that CAPJTALIST CONSTITUTION eu. 
antees to the working class. This is the only kind of “freedom” that the 
WORKIES can expect from the CAPITALIST GOVERNMENT ol the 
United States.

I suggest that your investigation include the 
teachings of the National Society for Improvement of the 
Colored People, headquarters in New York City, and their 
organ The "Grisis"t I Imow personally mme of the leaders 
in tnis movement and am personally acquainted, on the basis 
of personal conversations, with their extremely radical 
views, demanding social equality in the sense of social in- 
termingling and marriaget 


I am myself a northern man, a native of our state 
of Ohiof born at old Marietta. My people were abolitionists, 
I have myself always championex the colored people and am 
their true friend. As Mayor of the City of Riverside, I 
have been striving to quiet certain negro agitations similar 
to those of Tulsa caused by personal visits of the representa- 
tives of the New York Society and by the reading of The Crisis.

‘Leaving Tulsa as I did on 
May 26th, 1921, to be pres- 
ent at the graduation of 
my two daughters, Ruth and 
Eunice, the latter from the 
Kighth grade, May 27th, and 
the former from Western Uni- 
versity, June 2nd, found me 
away from Tulsa on _ the 
dates of the riot, May 31 and 
June l, 

But the Tulsa that I left and 
the Tulsa that I found on my re- 
turn, June 5th. 

I left a Tulsa throbbing with 
life and high hopes, people who 
were happy, people who in the 
main were prosperous, a wide 
awake, alert, active, forward- 
looking folk. Some who had 
come in the early day when it 
tried men’s souls, and now were 
resting and beginning to enjoy 
the fruits of their years of toil. 
People who were singing the 
praises of Tulsa, prosperous. 

No man, be he millionaire ort 
pauper, had more pride in Tulsa

looking colored citizens. None 
clamored harder against the 
overbearing police system and 
the evils of the underworld. 

Ten months in Tulsat ten ac- 
tive constructve months of hu- 
man hopes and aspirations; ten 
months of a vision of a better 
day and then on platform and in 
press the phrase “The Dawn of 
a New Day” was in actual use.

Tulsa’s colored citizens settled 
in the north end of the city, sep- 
arating themselves at right an- 
gles to the Tulsa white. 

Standpipe hill jutted out into 


~ the colored section like the state 


of Florida extends into the 
ocean. This hill is owned by a 
white man. From it one can 
get a fine panoramic view of 
Tulsa and the surrounding 
country. The white people would 
not buy it and the colored 
could not, although they lived 
on three sides of it. 

The good people of color were 
building magnificent church 
structures. One, Mt. Zion Bap- 
tist, had merged into comple- 
tion at a cost of $85,000—hard- 
earned and frugally kept. It was 
a consolation to the old mem- 
bers who had labored many 
years and now, in a home com- 
fortable, were ready to worship 
God and patiently serve until 
He called them home. 

Paradise Baptist church was 
a cozy brick building situated 
on the north side of standpipe 
hill, while Mt. Zion was on the 
south side of it. The members 
of this church were building on 
the pay-as-you-go plan.’ It was 
completed with the exception of 
interior furnishings. The Vleth- 
odist Episcopal and African 
Methodst Episcopal churches 
had their first story completed 
and money in the bank for the 
superstructure. 

There were four well equipped 
drug stores many grocery

Shortly before that a commu- 
nity institute was held. For the 
first time in the history of the 
University of Oklahoma, the 
Extension Division, consisting 
of seven white men and women, 
experts in their line, carried on 
a three-day session in the col- 
ored community of Tulsa. They 
touched and_ stimulated the 
church school, civic and home 
life of the people in a most en- 
couraging manner It gave our 
people a new hold on the cheer- 
ing possibilities of life. The 
workers were pleasantly infor- 
med as to the inner life and 
cravings of the colored people. 
The latter did not know that 
white people could be so kind, 


- helpful and interested in their 


personal problems. The insti- 
tute cost $1,000. The people 
thought it worth many times 
the cost. 

These are some of the evi- 
dences of the new attitude of 
mind developing in Tulsa’s aql- 


_ ored citizens. ;

Just a week before the riot, 
the board of managers of Hun- 
ton Branch Y. M. C. A., togeth- 
er with the mayor and city 
commissioners invited Presi- 
dent King of the Republic of 
Liberia to be Tulsa’s guest. 
President King accepted. 

This would have heartened 
the colored citizens of Oklaho- 
ma to make more of their oppor- 
tunities. The $1,000 cost to the 
colored citizens of Tulsa for this 
visit of President King and his 
party was no deterrent. 

The houses of Tulsa’s colored 
citizens ranged from the tempo- 
rary floorless box house to mod- 
ernly equipped ones of the lat- 
est and best interior and exter- 
ior furnishings. 

This, in brief, and-in-brief 

ty, for much can be said of 
the high. hopes and aims of the 
colored citizens of Tulsa. This 
is the Tulsa that I left on the 
night of the 26th of May 1921. 

And the Tulsa that I found on 
my return the 4th of June.

One colored woman went 
to eleven different white homes 
and in each recovered portions 
of her household goods.

Washingion, June ‘3.—-A. general in- 
quiry into the race riots at Tulsa, Okla.., 
has been or“bred by Attorney-General 
Daugherty, * was announced today at 
the Department of Justice. 

The purpose of the investigation, offi- 
cials said, is to determine whether the 
disorders were in violation of federal 
laws. Preliminary reports, it was added, 
show that the situation is purely local. 

The inquiry ordered is informal and 
will be made by the department’s agents 
in the field. Officials indicated that it 
was not probable that a special investi- 
gation would be ordered. They ex- 
pressed the belief that the situation 
would work itself out without.the inter- 
vention of the Federal Government.
